That upon the Death of the Vizier Sujah Dowlah, in 1773, the Governor General and Council 


of Bengal concluded a Treaty with Mirzy Amany, the Son and Succeſſor of Sujah ; by which the 
Zemindaries of Benares and Gazypoor were ſurrendered in Perpetuity to the Engliſh Company,

Paying the ſame Tribute to the Engliſh Company which he formerly paid to the Nabob of Oude,

Benares, endeavouring, if poſſible to bring them to an Action. That in any Operations on the 
Other Side of the River, it is our View to make as much Advantage as we can, without leſſening 
greatly the Strength of our Army by the Detachment that is fent: That they may therefore en- 

vour to take Poſſeſſion of the Gauzy poor Country, and collect its Revenues to aſſiſt in defray ing 
the Expences of the War: That we deſire the Officer commanding may be inſtructed, and that it 
may alſo be obſerved as a general Rule on all other Occaſions, to prevent any Ravages being 
committed on the Country, or Injuries being done to the Inhabitants; on the contrary, that all 
Manner of Encouragement and Protection be given them, in order to gain their Affections.

Fort William, 4th March 1775. 

I believe it was underſtood by the Board, that in my Anſwers to the ſeveral Queſtions propoſed 
laſt Night by the Governor General, relative to a new defenſive Treaty with the Soubah of Oude, I 
meant that all the Conditions which I thought this Goyernment might aſſent to in Favour of the 
Soubah, or inſiſt upon in Behalf of the Company, had an united and inſeparable Relation to each 
other, As however my Anſwers to each Propoſition may appear to be given abſolutely, and inde- 
pendent of that mutual Relation by which I meant to unite them, I now beg Leave to explain my 
Intention, with reſpect to all the Governor's Propoſitions conſidered. in one View, 0 . _. 

1. I make the Ceſſion or Transfer of the Revenue or Tribute (paid by the Rajah of Benares) 
from the Nabob of Oude to this Government for ever, a preliminary and fundamental Condition, 
without which I do not mean. to conſent to any Treaty of Guarantee whatſoever in Favour of the 
Nabob, unleſs an Alternative ſhall be propoſed which may appear equally advantageous to this Go- 
vernment. If, for Example, the Nabob would rather relinquiſh his Claim to Corah and Illiabad 
than his preſent Right over the Zemindary of Benares,. I ſhall. be very willing to come to an Accom- 
 modation with him on that Point. The Recovery of thoſe Countries might enable us to adjuſt all Dif- 
putes or Differences with the King, upon a Footing equally honourable and advantageous to the 
Company. 5 | 

2 Moppoũng this firſt fundamental Article to be ſettled, I then conſent to the Guarantee of Oude 
and Benares to the Nabob for his Life, without any Reſervation ; or, if he prefers Corah and Illiia- 
bad to Benares, I then include thoſe Countries in the Guarantee, provided the Treaty of Benares 
ſhall be approved of, and confirmed by the Honourable Court of Directors. 

3. With this Guarantee, on which ever of the Two Principles it may be ſettled, I mean to unite 
the Article of the Subſidy to be paid for the Service of ſuch Part of our Troops as may be 
employed at the Nabob's Requiſition in defending the Dominions guaranteed to him, provided the 
firſt great Point be adjuſted to our Satisfaction. I would not ultimately inſiſt on raiſing. the Subſidy 
beyond its preſent Eſtabliſhment, The firſt Demand however- ſhould be made far the entire Ex- 
pence, we may afterwards gradually relax from it if we think proper. 

4. In agreeing to the propoſed Independence of the Rajah of Benares, my Meaning was to ad- 

here ſtrictly to the Third Paragraph of my Minute of the 13th of February, the Zemindary may 

be perpetuated in his Family on fixed and unalterable Conditions. The Conditions I propoſed, tend 
to ſecure us a great Acceſſion of Revenue without any Acceſſion of Territory. It is highly for his 
own Advantage to be conſidered as a Vaſſal of the Sovereign of theſe Kingdoms, holding a great he- 
reditary Fief by a fixed Tenure, and acknowledging the Sovereign of Bengal and Bahar to be his 
Lord Paramount. Speaking my Sentiments without Reſerve, I muſt declare, that in ſettling this 
Article, I look forward to the Aſſertion or Acceptance of the Sovereignty of theſe Provinces, peo 
Jure, on the Part of His Moſt Gracious Majeſty the King of Great Britain.

All I have hitherto ſaid to the Nabob about it was, that 
the Engliſh were firmly united to him in F nendſhip, and had therefore authorized me to negociate 
this Matter. 

On his Excellency's repeatedly aſking me regarding the Terms of the new Treaty, I always an. 
ſwered, that I could not, according to my preſent Inſtructions, finally conclude any thing, but when 
he was at Leiſure to give in his Preliminaries, I would forward them for the Approbation of the 
Honourable Board. He appeared anxious to confirm the Treaty of Benares, without taking any 
Notice of thoſe made either at Allahabad, or by the Deputation in the Year 1768. 

This 1s the Situation in which the Negociation now ſtands; and as I have purpoſely avoided to 


deſcend to Particulars with his Excellency, the Channel 1 is left open for the Propoſitions the Honour. 
able Board are Pleaſed to inſtruct me to make.

Extra of a Letter from the Reſident It Oude to the Governor General and Council, dated the 
14th April 1775. 


NM laſt was on che 11th Inſtant, ſince when I am favoured with your Letter of the goth ultimo. 
I in conſequence waited upon his Excellency, and intimated your Commands to him. "He at firſt 
expreſſed great Diſcontent at the Honourable Board's protecting Rajah Cheyt Sing; called him his 
Zemindar, of whom he had a Right to require his Rents in Advance, and told me that he did not 
think I was authorized to make any Repreſentation to him on this Head, or that of the Releaſe of 
the Rohilla Families, for “ the Governor General would have wrote to him, as well as to me, on 
“ theſe Matters.“ I hereupon quoted the Words of my Credentials, and requeſted his Excellency 
to conſider my Truſt was general, and that it was intended he ſhould pay Attention to any Repre- 
ſentations I ſhould make in the Name of the Honourable Board, and this Mode of Negociation had 
been adopted to ſave Trouble on both Sides. 

I likewiſe quoted the Treaty ſubſiſting between the late View wry Rajah Cheyt Sing, and their 

Heirs reſpectively, of which the Company were the Guarantees ſo long as the Rajah paid his Kiſts 
when they became due; and his Ererlleney on his Part could not demand either an Increaſe of Rent 
or Sums in Advance. 
After a long Converſation, his Excellency confeſſed he had on my firſt mentioning the Matter 
not recollected the Circumſtances I had explained to him ; that his Reaſon for granting the laſt Tun- 
caw, was the Rajah's having once before paid one in Favour of the Company for Five Lacks of 
Rupees, and thought he would do it again ; beſides this, he had at the Time no other Means cf 
diſcharging ever ſo ſmall a Part of the Money due from him to the Company. I upon this told 
his Excellency, what he allo pretended not to remember, that the Rajah had been induced to pay the 
Firſt Tuncaw of Five Lacks with great Difficulty, and did it ſolely to avoid Altercation ; that he 
would not now by a Repetition eſtabliſh a Precedent ſo diſadvantageous to himſelf, and contrary to 
the Letter of the Treaty. 

At my Interview this Day there were many People preſent : I therefore thought it neceſſary, after 
the Converſation which had paſſed, both to ſupport the Honour of the Government and the Credit 
of my own Station, to tell his Excellency, thar the Honourable Board would never ſuffer the Rights 
of their Dependents to be infringed; Rajah Cheyt Sing was to be conſidered in this Light, and he

I humbly ſubmit my Conduct to the Honourable Board, in agreeing to the Sum of Fifty thouſand 

upees a Month for the Increaſe of Subſidy, as Murtehret Cawn repeatedly obſerved to me. Benares, 
&c. now ceded to the Company inſtead of 22 Lacks, might be eſtimated at Fifty per Annum, ic 
being rented, the Difference between theſe Two Sums, under its real Value. To transfer ſuch a 
Revenue to the Engliſh, and at the ſame Time conſent to an Increaſe of Subſidy for defending Oude 
only, for in fact the Stipulation, in regard to Corah and Illahabad, could hardly be conſidered bind- 
ing, when Letters from the Court of Directors might arrive the very Day after the ſigning of the 
Treaty, and leave the Company at Liberty to require new Terms for this Service. He tor a long 
Time, in the Name of the Nabob, therefore poſitively rejected this Article; but after much Per— 
ſuaſion, I convinced him of the Propriety of it; and as the Honourable Board did not fix a Sum, 
and the Juncture was favourable for concluding every Point, I thought it prudent to Accept what 
was offered. 

Together with the Treaty I received Purwannahs from the Nabob to Rajah Cheyt Sing, the 
Cutwah, and the Dorogo of the Mint at Benares, directing them to deliver over the ſeparate Truſts 
to the Company at the ſtipulated Time. I have encloſed the original Perwannahs by this Night's 
Dawk to Mr, Motte, deſiring him and the other Parties to acknowledge the Receipt of them.

The permanent Advantages ſecured to the Company by our Treaty with the prefent Subahdar of 
Oude, are equally conſpicuous and important; they have extorted an Acknowledgment from the 
Governor General, with which he has not been accuſtomed to honour any Meaſures but his own, 
In Return for an Acquiſition of Twenty-two Lacks a Year for ever, with an Increaſe of Fifty thou- 
land Rupees to the Monthly Subſidy of the Brigade, beſides many other Advantages and honourable 
Stipulations, hardly any thing is granted on our Part but a perſonal Guarantee of the ſame Countries 
to the Son which we were before bound to guarantee to the Father, The Frontier Country of 


 Ghazipore muſt at any rate have been defended by our Arms in caſe of an Invaſion, whether the 


Revenues of it had been ceded to the Company or not. Theſe Revenues are in Effect a clear Gain 
to the Company, and a ſeaſonable Relief to the declining Circulation of Bengal. The Meaſure is 
ſtrictly and excluſively ours: The original Plan was oppoled in every Step by the Governor General 
and Mr. Barwell. It gives us the higheſt Satisfaction to obſerve, that by the Terms of the Treaty, 
the Guarantee of the Nabob's Dominions, and the Service of the Company's Troops, were exactly

"RX Governor General, —All the Rajah's Letters will be found in the Book of Perſian Correſpondence, 
4 to which I refer; but I well recolle&, that the Aſſent given by the Vackeel was expreſſed in Terms 
© the moſt peremptory that could be conceived, either confirmed by an Oath, or his own Life pledged 
| for the Performance of it, My Minute was drawn up from Heads of what paſſed in Converſation with 
the Vackeel; and when it was explained to him by Mr, Auriol, he was very deſirous of correcting a 
Part of it, which made the Acquieſcence of the Rajah appear too general; and that it might be 
ſpecifically limited to One Year, his Powers, he added, extended no further. The Correction was 
accordingly made upon the Spot, in the Room adjoiving to this, and the Minute immediately re- 
ee I deſire the Secretary to mention whether this agrees with his Recollection of the 
atter. 
The Secretary very well recollects the particular Circumſtances alluded to by the Governor

OD Governor General—l have looked over the Book of Correſpondence ; there are but Two Letters 
pon the Subject, the Firſt a Letter recorded in Conſultation of the 17th Auguſt, acknowledging 
15 the Receipt of mine, which contained the Firſt Requiſition of the Five Lacks, and promiſing an 
Anſwer. The Letter recorded on this Day, appears to be that Anſwer, as it begins with an Ac- 
knowledgment of the Firſt Letter, and a ſhort Recapitulation of its Subſtance, My Firſt Letter 
was written on the 11th July, Two Months and Seventeen Days from this Date. If an Anſwer

Remedy againſt any Act of Government will be a Refuſal to make any Reply to its Demands, | 
will not conceal from the Board that 1 have expected this evalive Conduct in the Rajah, having 
been ſome Time paſt well informed, that he had been adviſed in this Manner to procraſtinate «|: 
Payment of the Five Lacks, to afford Time for the Arrival of Diſpatches from England, which 
were to bring Orders for a total Change in this Government; and this he was given to expect would 
produce a Repeal of the Demand made upon him by the preſent Government. On intimating my 
Suſpicions of ſuch a Deſign to the Vackeel, he promiſed he would write in ſo effectual a Manner 
to his Maſter, as ſhould without fail induce him to make an immediate Payment of the Subſidy, 
He this Morning informed me, that his Letter was diſpatched on the 12th of this Month; its 
Effect ought by this Time to have ſhewn itſelf. Sufficient Time will have been given to the Rajah 
to obey the Authority of the Board, by the Arrival of the Orders which I have now propoſed ; and 
whether in that Interval he ſhall ratify the Act of his Vackeel or not, I ſhall conſider of little 
Conſequence. If the Board will ſupport their own Authority, he ſhall be made to yield 
to it. | | 
Mr. Francis—There is no Queſtion but the Rajah muſt yield to the Power of this Government, 
and I ſhall be as ready as any Member of this Board to ſupport its Authority, as long as its 
Power is directed by Juſtice. I did from the firſt expreſs a Doubt, whether we had ſtrictly a Right 
to encreaſe our Demands upon the Rajah beyond the Terms which we originally agreed to give 
him, which he conſented to, and which, as I have conſtantly underſtood it, were made the funda- 
mental Tenure by which he held his Zemindary, If ſuch Demands can be encreaſed upon him at 
the Diſcretion of the Superior Power, he has no Rights, he has no Property, or at leaſt he has no 
Security for either: Inſtead of Five Lacks let ps demand Fifty ; or whether he refuſes or is unable 
to pay the Money, the Forfeiture of his Zemindary may be the immediate Conſequence of it, unleſ; 
he can find Means to redeem himſelf by a new Treaty, Having this Opinion of the Demand itſelf, 
as it originally ſtood, it cannot be deemed extraordinary in me, that I ſhould proceed with very 
great Caution in enforcing any Penalties which may be propoſed to attend his not inſtantly com- 
plying with it, It appears that the Engagements made by the Vackeel have not been confirmed by the 
Rajah, and that the Vackeel had not even a Letter of Credence from his Maſter. I know the Temper 
of Black Servants too well to puniſh their Principals for any Acts done by them, or even to hold 
them bound by ſuch Acts, if not expreſsly or virtually confirmed by themſelves. I do not mean by 
what I have faid, that the Board ſhould give up the Demand which they have already thought fit ty 
make of the Rajah : That Reſolution being paſſed, it only remains for us to take Care that it be 
carried into Execution without Harſhneſs or Violence. The Rajah mutt pay the Money, if he has 
it; but I cannot conceive why we ſhould inſiſt on his paying it all at once. We do not inſtantly 
want it, and it may diſtreſs him in the greateſt Degree to part with ſuch a Sum at a ſingle Pay. 
ment. My Opinion is, therefore, that the Liquidation of the preſent extraordinary Demand upon 
him, ſhould be ſettled by Kiſtbundy, and that he ſhould be affured at the ſame Time, that this 
Board will not make any further Demands upon him. Under ſuch a Settlement, unanimouſly 
agreed to, it is not likely that the Rajah will delay or evade a due and regular Execution of it, from 
any Hopes he may conceive of future Relief by a Change in this Government. 
The Governor General—The very Demand is itſelf a Proof that the Rajah expects ſuch Relief; 


and with reſpect to his Ability to pay the Sum ſo long demanded from him, or even Ten Times 


that Amount, I ſpeak within Compaſs, no Man can doubt of it. The Acts of the Majority of 
the Board are the Acts of the Board. When the Perſon who is the immediate Object of them, 
ſtands ſo high in the public Eſtimation, and holds Pretenſions, as it appears this Rajah does, to 
a ſovereign and independent Authority, ſuch Acts once paſſed, ought never to be revoked. The De- 
mand made upon the Rajah was for immediate Payment; the Demand ought to be ſupported 
rigidly ; but I will fo far yield to the Neceſſity of the Times, weakening as it may prove to the 
Powers of this Government, at a Criſis which of all others demands their moſt vigorous Exer- 


tion, as to conſent to a Compromiſe. The Rajah has requeſted, that he may be allowed to pay + 


the Sum required of him by Inſtalments, within the Space of Six or Seven Months, I will con- 
tent to pardon his paſt Contumacy and Diſobedience, on Condition of his conſenting to pay the 
entire Sum within Three Months ; which Time will have elapſed before the Orders now ſent to 
Mr. Graham can take effect, although not a Rupee ſhall have been received to that Period, of the 


Payments which by his own Propoſal ought to be halt completed. I deſire, that what 1 have 
ſaid may not be miſunderſtood. I mean only to ſhew, that inſtead of the Harſhneſs and Rigour, 


which have been imputed to this Government, in its preſent Conduct to the Rajah, he has been 
treated with a Lenity almoſt equal to the Subſtance of his own Demands. I think it unneceſſary to 
reply further to Mr, Francis's Minute, as I deſire only to obtain his Conſent to a Meaſure upon 
his own Principles, which I underſtand to be, that a public Meafure, nay even an Opinion of 
Government, once paſſed, ought to be inyariably ſupported, even by thoſe who oppoſed it in the

Mr. Francis It is generally true, that a Reſolution of Government, once paſſed, ſhould be ſup- 
ported; but, where the Rights of others are concerned, it is only true with this Proviſo, that 
ſuch Reſolutions are not directly contradictory to the Principles of Juſtice, or to the voluntary and 
fundamental Engagements of the Government itſelf. This Board was already bound to the Rajah 
by certain Acts of their own, not carried by a Majority, but unanimouſly agreed to.

This Anſwer you will perceive to be not only unſatisfactory in Subſtance, but offenſive in Stile, 
and leſs a Vindication of himſelf than a Recrimination upon. It expreſſes no Concern for the 
Cauſes of Complaint contained in my Letter, or Deſire to atone for them, nor the ſmalleſt Intention 
to purſue a different Line of Conduct. An Anſwer couched nearly in Terms of Defiance, to Re- 
quiſitions of ſo ſerious a Nature, I could not but conſider as a ſtrong Indication of that Spirit of 
Independency which the Rajah has for ſome Years paſt aſſumed, and of which indeed I had eaily | © 
obſerved other manifeſt Symptoms, both before and from the Inftant of my Arrival here. 

Under theſe alarming Appearances of the Rajah's Conduct and Diſpoſition, I conceived myſelf 
indiſpenſably obliged to form ſome immediate and deciſive Plan for obviating their Conſequence, 
and for the Preſervation of the Company's Rights and Intereſts in this Zemindary. To have left 
him in the full Exerciſe of Powers, which he had notoriouſly abuſed, and which it was to be ap- 
prehended he would employ to the moſt dangerous Purpoſes, was totally inconſiſtent with the 
Maxims of Juſtice and Prudence.

At this Time I had prepared Mr. Markham's Second Inſtructions; but before he could ſet out 
with them, Intelligence came that large Bodies of armed Men had croſſed the River from Ramna- 
gur, and had proceeded to the Rajah's Houſe. What follows is a Scene of ſuch Horror, that it i; 
with the greateſt Reluctance I ſubmit to the painful Duty of relating it: The Guard placed over 
the Rajah conſiſted of the Two Companies of Grenadier Sepoys, as above-mentioned, from Major 
Popham's Detachment, and commanded by the Officers already named, who were ſtationed in 2 
zncloſed Square, which ſurrounded the Apartment where the Rajah was. The Reſident's Guard 
had returned with him. It now appeared that theſe Troops had taken no Ammunition with them: 
Major Popham ſent another Company of Sepoys, under an Officer, with Ammunition, to reinforce 

and ſupport the Firſt Party. When the latter arrived at the Rajah's Houſe, they found it ſur- 
rounded, and all the Avenues blockaded by a Multitude of armed Men, who oppoſed their Paſſage, _ 
The Minds of this tumultuous Aſſembly becoming ſoon tnflamed, ſome of them began to fire upon 
the Sepoys within the Square; and immediately, as if this had been the concerted Signal, the whole 
Multitude ruſhed in, and made an inſtantaneous and fierce Attack upon the Sepoys, who, wanting 
their accuſtomed Means of Defence, were capable of making but a feeble Reſiſtance, and fell an 
eaſy Sacrifice to the ſuperior Numbers of the Aſſailants, who cut almoſt every Man of this unfortu- 
nate Party to Pieces. The Officers, it is ſuppoſed, were the Firſt Victims to their Fury; but not 
until they had, by aſtoniſhing Efforts of Bravery, and undiſmayed amidſt the imminent Danger 
which furrounded them, involved a much ſuperior Number of their Enemies in their Fate: In this 
general Report of them all Accounts concur, though varying in Circumſtances : I yield to my own 
Feelings in beſtowing this juſt, but unavailing Tribute, to theſe unhappy Gentlemen.

which they had aſſembled, leaving the Party of our Sepoys which had laſt arrived, in the Poſſeſſion 
of the Houle.

On the firſt Intelligence of this Commotion, I had directed Major Popham to repair immediately 
to his Camp, which was about Two Miles from the Reſident's, and at the ſame Diſtance from the 
Rajah's Houſe; and to march inſtantly with the Remainder of his Detachment to the Support of 
the Party. This Order was executed with all poſſible Expedition; but Major Popham arrived too 
late, and had the Mortification to be a Spectator of the Effects of a Maſſacre which he could nej- 
ther prevent nor revenge He returned to me immediately, and made the following Report:

I cannot learn with Certainty what is become of the Rajah, but the prevailing Report is, 
that he fled from Ramnagur, his uſual Reſidence on the other Side of the River, in the Middle of 


the Night, and proceeded with his Zenana and Effects to Lutteefgur, a ſtrong Fort of his, 


ſituated about Ten Miles from Chunar. He was accompanied by Sujan Sing his Brother, and 
Munyar Sing a Relation and Son by Adoption of Rajah Bulwant Sing. He has alſo had the 
Precaution to take with him Rana Golabkoover the Widow of Rajah Bulwant Sing his Father, 


her Son-in-Law Durbijey Sing, and his Two Sons her Grandſons. 


In them he poſſeſſes every Member of his Family who can have any Plea to diſpute with him 


the Right of Inheritance from his Father Rajah Bulwant Sing, if that were ever a Queſtion. His 


Right to the Zemindary being derived excluſively from Sunnuds which his Father never 
poſſeſſed, but which were firſt granted to Cheyt Sing by the late Vizier Sujah ul Dowla, through 
the Influence of our Government, in the Year 1773, and ſince repeated by ſimilar Grants from 


our Government, when the Sovereignty was ceded to the Company by the preſent Nabob Aſoph 


ul Dowla. 


5 I have made Choice of Baboo Poſaun Sing, who held the Office of Dewan during ſeveral 
Fears of the Life of Rajah Bulwant Sing, for a conſiderable Period ſince the Acceſſion of the pre- 
ſent Rajah, to adminiſter the Revenues and Government of this Country, in the Quality of Naib, 


until it can be determined to whom the Zemindary may legally belong, and who may be in a 
Capacity to receive it. . : 5 

To this Effect I have cauſed a Proclamation to be made through the City of Benares, and 
have notified it by circular Perwannahs to all the Zemindars and Aumils of the Zemindary. 

To enforce the Execution of theſe Acts, to maintain Tranquiliity and Order in the Country, and 
protect the Inhabitants, I have ordered One Battalion of Sepoys from Chunargur, the Remainder 
of Major Popham's Detachment from Mirzapoor, and a Regiment of Sepoys from Dinapoor, to 
march immediately to Benares. Eo 

The Detail of theſe Proceedings ſhall be tranſmitted to you in a ſubſequent Letter. I do not 
expect they will detain me here much beyond the Time I had preſcribed to mylelf, which was 
about Seven or Eight Days.

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Letter from the Governor General, at Benares, dated 29th September 1781, to Mr. Wheler. 


Ro To Edward Wheler, Eſquire. 
Sir 5 | | h | 
I have had the Honour to inform you in various and ſucceſſive Letters of my Tranſactions, 
and of the Occurrences which have befallen me ſince my Departure from Calcutta, and eſpe— 
cially ſince my Arrival at this Place on the 14th of laſt Month. It is my Intention to employ the 
firſt Hours of my Leiſure in drawing up a detailed Narrative of the latter for your Information; 


in the mean Time I ſhall continue to adviſe you, from Time to Time, of ſuch Circumſtances of Wm 
Moment as occur in the Courſe of daily Buſineſs, both for your Information, and for the Means of } 7 
obtaining your Sentiments upon them for my Aſſiſtance and Guidance. I deem it a Misfortune, chat 


not one of your Letters, written with the Knowledge of the late Troubles, have reached me, and 
I much fear that many of mine may have miſcarried; for which Reaſon, I ſhall cauſe to he

Leſt my Letters, adviſing you of our late Succeſſes, ſhould have been intercepted, I think it 
proper to repeat in this the Subſtance of them.

The Arrival of the Detachment from Caunpore, under Major Crabb, of the 1oth Inſtant, and 
3 Major Roberts on the 13th, enabled Major Popham to take the Field with a conſiderable

It was publicly expected that his firſt Attempt would be made upon Ramnagur ; but 


ſuch Information having been given of the State of the Two Fortreſſes of Lutteefpoor and Patecta, bl 
as ſeemed to promiſe the certain and immediate Reduction of thoſe Places; he accordingly formed 


tranſcribed Copies of all written ſince the 16th of laſt Month, and ſhall tranſmit them to 9 


his Army into Two Detachments, one commanded by Major Crabb, conſiſting of the Firſt Bat. a 


talion of the Sixth Regiment, the Seventh Regiment, the Battalion of the Nabob's Body Guard, 
commanded by Lieutenant Polhill, with Six 6 Pounders, and One 52 Inch Howitzer; and 
the other under his own Command, conſiſting of the Nineteenth, Thirtieth, and Thirty-fifth 


Regiments, Two Companies of European Infantry, the Corps of Rangers, and about Thirty 


Artillery, with Six 6 Pounders, Two 8; Inch Howitzers, and an 8 Inch Mortar. The Firſt 
Detachment marched on the Night of the 15th, by a large Circuit, through almoſt impracticable 


Ways : But the Spirit of the Officers and Men ſurmounted every Difficulty. In Places where 
the Guns could not be drawn by Bullocks, the Sepoys lifted them up the Rocks; and at 


length, on the Morning of the 20th, they arrived at the Heights lying behind and above the 
Fort of Lutteefpoor, at a Place called Lora, which commands a Paſs deſcending to Lutteefpoor, 
and reputed inacceſſible againſt Oppoſition, but from above. The profound Secrecy with which 
this Expedition was undertaken, and to which the Security of the Enemy, in a Region fo un- 


frequented, not a little contributed, prevented any Oppoſition to our Troops in the different 


Parts of their Route. Their firſt Movement only, but neither their Strength nor Deſtination 
was known till their very near Approach. 


At Lora they met a Body of 2,000 of the Enemy, which they defeated and diſperſed with little 
Loſs on our Side, but on theirs of 200 Men killed on the Spot.—The next Morning they took Poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Paſs, and of the Fort of Lutteefpoor, which they found evacuated. 

In the mean Time Major Popham marched with his Part of the Forces on the Morning of the 
16th to Patecta, a Place in Conſideration in itſelf, being a fortified Stone Houſe within a very 
high Rampart, and a Ditch of great Depth, and the Town which is of great Extent ſurrounded 
by Intrenchments.—Theſe being all obſcured from Obſervation by Trees and thick Buſhes, he 


judged it not adviſeable to attempt an immediate Aſſault upon the Place, which fortunately proved 


the Cauſe of a concurrent Succeſs in both Enterprizes, almoſt'in the ſame Inſtant of Time; for in 
the Morning of the 20th he ſtormed and took Patecta, at the ſame Time defeated and diſperſing 
Two Bodies of the Enemy that made an Attempt on his Camp. And on the ſame Day, and on 
the ſame Hour, Major Crabb fought and gained the Battle of Lora, which was the immediate and 
eventual Cauſe of the Capture of Lutteefpoor. 


The News of theſe combined Succeſſes alarmed the Rajah to ſuch a Degree, that he inſtantly fled 


by a diſtant Route over the Hills from Lutteefpoor, which till that Time had been his capital Re- 


dence, regaining the Road of Bidjeygur, the only direct Way to it being through the Paſs 
The Conſternation of his Followers was ſo great, and its Contagion ſo rapid, that in a few 

Hours the Fort or Palace of Ramnagur, and the Fortreſs of Sutteeſgur, were wholly abandoned 

and evacuated, | 
Major Balfour marched on the 22d, and took Poſſeſſion of Ramnagur. 

On the Morning of the 25th I parted from the Nabob, who ſet out on that Afternoon on his 
Return to his Capital. It is but Juſtice to the Nabob to declare, that on the firſt Intelligence of 
theſe Troubles, notwithſtanding my repeated and preſſing Injunctions to return to Lucnow, he

and public Spirit of all our Officers; and the wonderful Activity with which their Qualities were 
diſplayed on the late Occaſion. I have already acknowledged the early Exertions which were 
made by Colonel Blair during my former ſhort and calamitous Reſidence at Benares.
